Aficionados  know  the  story  of  its  origin,  how  men  who  loved 
to  harmonize  would  gather  in  the  barbershops  throughout  the  lond  and  blend  their  voices  in  song.  They  know, 
too,  that  from  this  simple  beginning,  barbershop  singing  has  become  an  organized  activity  of  thousands  of  men 
v/ho  sing  in  quartets  and  choruses  for  the  sheer  love  of  musical  harmony.  They  have  watched  the  evolution 
of  barbershop  shows  and  seen  the  "Parade"  develop  into  the  "Extravaganza".  Tonight  you  will  see  and  hear 
this  musical  transition  as  the  Chorus  and  Quartets  present  their  versions  of  "Barbershopping  Then  and  Now." 

Back  around  the  turn  of  the  century  when  life,  retrospectively  at  least,  was  lived  more  comfortably  and  cer- 
tainly at  a much  slower  pace,  barbershop  quartet  singing  was  held  in  high  esteem.

Stage  Director 

Leon  Hayden. — Leon  is  an  example  of  the  ever 
increasing  accent  on  youth  in  our  Louisville  Chapter. 
Still  in  his  20's,  Leon  deservedly  was  chosen  as  Stage 
Director  for  our  show.  The  beautiful  settings  of  our 
1949  show  which  received  such  great  public  acclaim, 
were  Leon's  work.  He  again  arranged  the  settings 
for  this  year's  show.  His  keen  imagination,  his  artis- 
tic touch,  and  his  earnestness  of  purpose  fit  him  ex- 
cellently for  the  job  which  he  has  done  so  well.

Chorus  Director

Musiced  Arrangements 

Paul  Ditto. — A Yankee  who  saw  the  light  and 
moved  to  Kentucky  in  1943,  Paul  attended  Alma 
College  in  Michigan,  and  carried  on  post  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  Michigan.

His  forte  is 
song  arrangement,  and  most  of  the  chorus  numbers 
heard  in  this  show  were  arranged  by  him.  Paul 
enjoys  the  important  part  he  plays  in  the  choir  at 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  and  he  will  appear  in  the 
opera  which  will  be  produced  by  the  University  of 
Louisville. 

Immediate  Past  President 

Ed  Mall.- -Ed  has  been  "through  the  mill",  for  he 
was  President  of  the  Louisville  Chapter  during  its  past 
two  successful  years.  They  were  two  years  of  hard 
work  and  sacrifice  which  is  deeply  appreciated  by 
the  boys.  His  only  regret  in  assuming  the  job  as 
president  was  that  the  Lead  Section  in  the  Chorus 
would  suffer  if  he  could  not  practice  regularly  with 
themi  A native  of  Cincinnati,  Ed  came  to  Louisville 
in  1935  to  establish  his  own  laundry  and  dry  clean- 
ing business.  This  year  he  was  head  of  the  com- 
mittee charged  with  the  important  job  of  obtaining 
ads  for  our  program,  and  the  large  number  of  ads 
in  this  program  attests  the  success  of  this  commillee.

Provide  Year  'Round  Program 

For  the  benefit  of  those  new  friends  of  barber- 
shopping in  Louisville  who  may  be  viewing  their 
first  show  we  present  something  of  the  background 
and  history  of  this  organization  of  music  lovers 
Frankly,  we  are  proud  of  our  Chapter  and  the 
coveted  position  it  justly  holds  in  the  highest  rank 
among  some  400  established  in  large  and  small  cities 
in  every  state  of  the  Union  and  in  Canada. 

The  Louisville  Chapter  was  founded  in  1945  by  33 
charter  members  who  elected  F.  W.  "Fritz"  Dry- 
brough  president.  For  many  years  Jerry  Beeler,  then 
President  of  the  Evansville,  Indiana,  chapter  and  now 
International  President,  had  talked  barbershopping 
to  Fritz,  his  life-long  friend,  until  finally  the  seed  of 
that  enthusiasm  took  root.  Among  the  charter  mem- 
bers were  the  original  Kentucky  Troubadours,  who 
had  been  singing  as  a quartet  since  1938  and  were 
among  the  first  to  see  the  tremendous  possibilities  of 
a Louisville  Chapter. 

The  Troubadours  have  remained  through  the  years 
the  backbone  of  the  organized  quartet  activity  of  the 
Chapter.  The  members  to-day  are  Jack  Byrne,  Pat 
Dunlevy,  Ray  Graft  and  Helm  Herbert.  Their  en- 
gagement book  is  always  full  and  they  are  known 
far  and  wide  for  their  many  civic  and  charitable  ap- 
pearances. 

MEMBERSHIP  GROWS 

Fritzie  served  as  president  energetically  and  en- 
thusiastically for  three  years,  nursing  the  organiza- 
tion through  adolescence  to  maturity.  Membership 
grew  and  activity  increased.  In  1948  Ed  Mall  was 
elected  to  the  presidency.  A borbershopper  to  the 
core,  a glutton  for  work,  a prince  of  good  fellows,  Ed 
carried  the  development  of  the  Chapter  to  new 
heights.  Membership  swelled  to  over  250  and  in  the 
second  year  of  his  office  a new  type  of  show  was 
brought  to  barbershopping.  With  Bob  Ising  as 
chorus  director  the  Chapter  put  on  the  first  production 
of  its  kind  in  barbershop  circles.  Scenery,  staging 
and  costuming  were  all  added  to  the  parade  of 
quartets  and  a central  theme  ran  through  the  show. 

The  quartets  and  the  chorus  added  to  the  popular-
